Ohio, living within lesfc than nine miles of our stricken 
city of Lorain, submit this statement to you for your 
earnest consideration. Each of us has passed over 
the wreckage of what was once the wonderful, enter- 
prising city of Lorain. We have seen the devastation. 
We have inten iewed the sufferers. We have looked 
upon the bodies of the- dead. We have joined with 
the members of the family at the last sad rites of 
those who lost their lives in this disaster. 


The signeis here are all business men in the city 


of Elyria. We have not been financially affected by 
this loss, so that we speak just as you would speak 
concerning your neighbors who had met with a-simi- 
lar calamitv. 


Loss Over $30,000,000.00 


We will not attempt in this statement to describe 


the condition as the storm has left it. But we do want 
to say that the heroic spirit of the uninjured in Lo- 
rain brings out even in bolder relief the devastated 
city. The militia is there doing its work. The Red 
Cross, faithful to its traditions and its spirit, is doing 
its -work. The city officials, the business men and 
the bankers standing amidst the wreck and ruin of 
their institutions are ready and anxious to do their 
work. Tins great body of people, forty thousand, are

MADISON SQUAEE GARDEN, NEW YORK, 


July 5.—A sensational move to take the Democratic 
National convention away from New York and re- 
convene it again in Kansas City, on July 21, next, 
•w as overwhelmingly defeated on the floor of Madison 
Square Garden this afternoon in a roll call vote. 


The movement was sponsored by A. H. Ferguson, 


a delegate from Durant, Oklahoma. He presented a 
resolution declaring that inasmuch as it was evident 
this convention was getting nowhere, it should be ad- 
journed after the 75th ballot to assemble again in 
Kansas City, three weeks hence. 


Despite vigorous objections raised by the Smith 


and allied forces in the convention, Chairman Walsh 
ordered that the Oklahoman's resolution was perfect- 
ly in order and should be voted on. 


In the end, after a series of hurried consultations, 


the Smith and McAdoo forces joined in sending the 
move down to crashing defeat. 


Missouri herself joined in defeating the resolu- 


tion to take the convention to the Kaw river. The 
Missourians agreed to abrogate the unit rule on this 
one pertinent question and allow members to vote 
their individual preferences, resulting in 7 1-2 ayes 
and 28 1-2 no. When New York's name was called. 
Franklin D. Tloosevelt said: 


New York asks to be excused from voting.'* - 
Gavin McNab, of San Francisco objected to New 


York's being excused. 


"Well, in that case, New York has no other 


choice than to vote ninety noes," said Roosevelt. 


The official vote was" 82.t to 1007.3.

boy murderers in prison there and be prepared to 
testify as expert witnesses when the trial starts in 


It is said to be the largest batter}* of expert 


witnesses ever assembled for -, trial in this country. 
Indications point conclusively to the fact that the de- 
fense will be insanity, the plea being that the two 
murderers were not responsible in law for their ac- 
tions. The immensity of the work done in prepara- 
tion for the trial makes the case one of national im- 
portance, aside from the brutal murder 
feature. 


Court and the administration of justice have much 
at stake as the situation is presented today. 


Xo one has cause to quarrel with a father and 


mother in making all proper preparations for the pro" 
tection of their children, no matter what the situa- 
tion may be. Those who have felt disposed to abuse 
the parents might better pray with fervency that they 
may be spared such an ordeal as has come to the par- 
ents of these boy offenders. But, with all consider- 
ation for the parents, it never should be possible in 
this country to defeat the plain call of justice merely 
by using money to recruit an army of technical ex- 
perts to testify in stilted scientific terms, utterly 
meaningless to the listener, that could have no other 
effect than to mystify and confuse the jurors. 


A boy was killed, a mother deliberately planned 


for many months, carried out with amazing brutality 
and some cunning; all grewsome details -«ere told by 
the boys when arrested, as if they had some degree of 
pride in the adventure. Proper inquiry as to mental 
responsibility is permissible and right, but the mere 
preponderance of testimony from this army of re- 
cruited specialists in brain storms should not be per- 
mitted to outweigh all other evidence. The public 
has not forgotten the Thaw case where recruited 
specialists found a man insane to escape a murder 
charge and another recruited battery found him sane 
at a later date to escape an insane hospital. There 
should be no repetition of the Thaw case at Chicago 
and the good name of the courts will be at stake until 
the present question has been decided.—The Ohio 
State Journal.

CAMPAIGN FUNDS AND THE WINNER 
On the eve of the Presidential campaigns it is in- 


teresting to read the estimates of campaign expendi- 
tures in the past and to note the large part that money 
has played in the election or defeat of a candidate. In 
1916 the Hughes fund was $2,012,533 and the Wilson 
fund $1,400,229 and it is the only election won by the 
candidate backed by the smallest fund. In most of 
the campaigns there is a close parallel between the 
amount of the campaign fund and the closeness of 
the contest.
